The Railway Children first 
captured the nation’s 
heart 40 years ago. 
Marshall Lancaster tells 
VICTORIA PURCELL 
how it’s set to do it all 
over again this summer 

W e ve been waiting a long time 
for the powers that be to do 
something with Waterloo 
Station - that empty stretch of platforms 
that used to whisk us off to Paris... 

Finally, that day has arrived. The old 
Eurostar terminals are set to take us on an 
altogether different journey this summer 
- back in time. To coincide with the 40th 
anniversary of Lionel Jeffries’ film, a stage 
adaption of The Railway Children , written 
by Mike Kenny and directed by Damian 
Cruden, will take over the platforms. 

And the star of the show? A 39-ton, 1890 
Stirling single steam engine, of course. The 
1970 film was acknowledged by many as 
one of the greatest films ever made and 
Bernard Cribbins, who starred in it 
alongside Dulwich-resident Jenny Agutter, 
was more than happy to take part in the 
launch of the show, riding the majestic 
locomotive as it chugged into Waterloo. 
Hopping off, he handed over his beloved 
cap to Marshall Lancaster, who reprises the 
role of Mr Perks, which he first took on for 
the 2008 York Theatre Royal production. 

“To push this [train] into a theatre space 
is just incredible,” says Marshall. “The girl 
who plays Bobbie, Sarah Quintrell, she’s got 
to stand in front of it, wave a petticoat at it 
and just hope that it stops!” 

And it’s not just the logistics behind 
getting this huge prop to perform on cue 
that’s got people excited, the nostalgia 
surrounding this tale of family upheaval 
and adventure has a sweet intensity about it.

who’d be leaning out, wiping his hands on 
a bit of rag, and you all said thank you. ” 
You don’t see that anymore. 

Of course, it’s not just a tale for nostalgic 
adults, this is, after all, a family production. 
In fact, more than 100 children from 
Lambeth and Southwark auditioned to 
perform as support cast for the production 
in May. Fifteen made the cut to perform 
alongside a cast including Lancaster, 
Quintrell, Caroline Harker as Mother 
and David Baron as The Old Gentleman. 



“There’s a real build towards it,” says 
Marshall. “I noticed in York, at the end, with 
the line, ‘Oh! My daddy, my daddy’, people 
were crying as the train was arriving. Before 
the father even got off the train. 

It was quite something.” 

The Railway Children follows the 
adventures of the Waterbury kids who, 
when their father is accused of being a spy 
and imprisoned, are forced from their home 
near London to the Yorkshire Dales. 

The youngsters amuse 
themselves by waving 
at the trains running 
through the village and 
chatting with the station 
porter, Mr Perks. 

I ask Marshall how he 

feels about taking on a role that Cribbins has 
etched into the hearts of the nation: “I’m not 
even going to start trying to top Bernard’s 
portrayal,” he says, “I’ve just got to approach 
it fresh and try to forget other performances, 
as you do as an actor taking on other roles, 
especially when you’re taking on what was 
a classic film and putting it on stage. It’s just 
a case of becoming the station porter again.” 

You’ve likely seen Lancaster running 
through the streets of Bermondsey in DC 
Chris Skelton’s tighty-whities in Ashes to 
Ashes , and back in his younger days he could 
regularly be found treading the boards with 
various Macclesfield youth theatre groups, 
but how does an actor adapt to performing 
in a train station? 


“Well, it’s a tricky one because at one end 
of the platform somebody’s almost sat on 
your knee, and 25 metres down the other 
end someone’s also got to hear and see your 
actions, so it’s a difficult space to work. 

It’s not theatre in the round and it’s not quite 
proscenium arch, it’s somewhere between 
the two. But it’s good because the audience 
sit on either platform as if they’re waiting 
for trains. They get the whole Victorian 
experience, they get their ticket stamped

when they come in, there’s luggage 
everywhere. It creates the whole experience.” 

And then a huge steam engine comes 
thundering into the auditorium... The cast 
admits to knowing nothing about steam 
engines, but Bernard Cribbins does recall 
a time when trains were exciting, magical 
things, and not just a source of 
consternation for many a commuter. 

“When I was a kid in Oldham, there was a 
place called Clegg Street Station, which had 
a footbridge. We used to stand there and 
wait for these things to go underneath you 
and inhale all that filth. It was the 
most extraordinary smell. I also 
remember that all the kids used to 
get off, walk past the engine driver, 


And when Lancaster gets a quiet minute 
to himself, between hopping on and off 
trains and running around trying to keep 
the kids off the tracks, it seems he loves 
nothing more than a stroll along the South 
Bank to the London Aquarium. Handy 
then, that it’s practically at the end of 
platform24... # 

The play runs 4 July to 4 September. Tickets

There’s a revolution brewing ffl?hxton Rec, with girls 
on skates leading thte charge. SHANNON DENNY ( ^ 
gets the game plan from London Rollergirl Erin Bourn 


T here’s a movement afoot - and it’s 
happening on urethane wheels. 

By now you can’t have missed the 
fast and furious all-girl phenomenon that 
is roller derby, but did you know it’s 
happening in your own backyard? 

With Drew Barrymore’s feature film 
Whip It bringing this old school American 
sport to Britain’s big screen, the appetite for 
roller derby is growing by the day. Just head 
down to Brixton or South Bermondsey, and 
you’ll find the London Rollergirls frothing 
to practice their craft every chance they can. 
Expect fierce skating, a slew of rules, 
inventive uniforms called “boutfits”, 


tongue-in-cheek nicknames and a punk 
soundtrack that suggests serious mayhem is 
taking place. Roller derby got its start in the 
1930s in the US. After decades of decline, 
early in the millennium it underwent a 
revival in Texas, and from the Lone Star 
State is steadily spread. Eventually it jumped 
US borders and quickly found traction 
across Europe. Today there are 44 teams in 
the European Interleague, which span the 
map from the Birmingham Blitz Dames 
to the Berlin Bombshells. The London 
Rollergirls are one of scores of leagues in 
the UK, and field three teams - the Steam 
Rollers, the Suffra Jets and the Ultraviolent 


Femmes. Their touring squads - the 
London Brawl Saints and London Brawling 
- distribute a fair share of disorder not just 
here but also abroad. 

So how is it played? A roller derby bout 
takes place on a flat indoor surface, like a 
gym. Two teams of five players speed around 
a round track. Each side has a jammer and 
several blockers. After making it through 
the pack of blockers once, a jammer begins 
scoring points for every opposing blocker 
that she passes. The aim of blockers is to stop 
the opposing team’s jammer while helping 
their own jammer get through. Body checks 
and whip assists are j ust a few of the 
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techniques rollergirls employ to make sure 
their team comes out on top. 

But this is much more than just a sport 
- it’s a whole culture. To understand this 
brave new world I dropped in on a London 
Rollergirls practice session where I meet 
characters whose nicknames (Auntie Terror, 
Fleur du Mai, Spooky von Strange) could 
have come out of a Marvel comic. 
American-born West Dulwich resident Erin 
Bourne - whose rollergirl nickname Erin 
No Bragh is a play on the Irish-American 
motto “erin go bragh” - took a break from 
drills to speak to me about how she came to 
view the world from a pair of quad skates. 

“I was a really, really big fan when I lived in

Minnesota,” she says. “When I came over 
here I didn’t want to stop seeing roller derby 
because I loved it so much. My husband 
went to a few bouts with me and he fell in 
love with it too - as most people do when 
they go to see it.” 

At the pub after a bout, a rollergirl joined 
forces with Erin’s husband to convince her 
she needed to stop spectating and start 
participating. “I was pretty lucky because 
I couldn’t really skate when I started,” she 
laughs. “And then right after my group 
started they got a little more strict - you had 
to have a minimum skill level. ” Today the 
league is at capacity and isn’t taking new 
skaters. Their bouts sell out every time too. 

Part of the appeal it seems is that no one 
grew up doing roller derby, so there’s a lot 
for everyone to learn. Many women join 
because the incredible pace of roller derby 
means they get an intense workout without 
ever glancing at a clock. It attracts girls with 
athletic backgrounds, but also those 
without. Erin insists she falls in the latter 
camp. “That’s the funny part. Everyone who 
knows me from growing up cannot believe 
I’m doing this -1 was a music nerd my 
whole life!” She trained in the States as a 
paralegal and now works as a successful 
artist’s model, but it’s clear that this is her 
true calling. “This consumes my life -1 love 
it. It’s totally a passion. I skate almost every 
day now. When I don’t have training I go 
skate with another league in Croydon. Every 
moment on skates you improve.” And so the 
movement gathers pace, carried swiftly on 
top of colourful wheels.#

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atch out pop-pickers, there’s 
a new radio station in town. 
Sydenham Community Radio 
(SCR) is set to take the airwaves by storm 
when it broadcasts over the air for the first 
time at the Sydenham Arts Festival. 

South east London is known for its clutch 
of tight-knit communities, and this is no 
more apparent than in SE26, where a group 
of dedicated residents have set up the areas 
first community radio station. 

“My idea for a radio station in Sydenham 
started with five people sat around in a pub 
back in 2007,” says chairman Peter Aleksin 
from their HQ at Eco Computer Systems, 
Sydenham Road. “To gauge interest from 
local residents I handed out flyers at the 
railway station, and I was surprised by 
the amount of interest it attracted.” 

Peter held the first meeting in November 
2007 and formed a group of volunteers 
including fellow presenter and 
Sydenham resident, Simon Banks. 

Within months Simon had registered 
SCR as a not-for-profit limited company 
and in 2008, with perseverance from their 
most prominent fundraiser, Anna Baghari. 
they were awarded a grant from the lottery 
Awards For All scheme. However, it was the 
substantial donation of equipment from 
King’s College Hospital that really got the 
show on the road. This enabled SCR to 
function as an online radio station and air its 


first show at last summer’s arts festival. 

Don’t expect cringy Smashie and Nicey 
characters, the presenters here are an 
enthusiastic bunch hailing from marketing, 
journalism, and local radio backgrounds. 
Currently there’s a team of around 40 
fundraisers, technical staff and presenters, 
but they are keen to expand and Peter 
promises that, “whether you’ve been on 
the radio for 25 years or 25 minutes, there’s 
a place for you at SCR”. 

Gareth Harries, 
programme 
planner and 
presenter of the 
Blues and Soul 
show, has been 
involved from 
the beginning. 
With experience 
in hospital 
radio plus 
stints at Big 
Chill FM 
r and at an 
English radio 
station in 

Barcelona, Gareth brings 
plenty of broadcasting 
experience to SCR.

Peter’s weekly Hectic & Eclectic show, and 
Clare Coyne’s Culture Shot, which plays 
classical music and promotes local poetry. 
Friday nights see the remix show Bangers 
and Mash, which professes to be “more 
accessible than most dance shows”. 

Last year, SCR set up a youth training 
scheme to offer the young people of 
Sydenham a chance to gain some hands-on 
experience in local radio. They offer a six or 
10-week course covering the basics of 
broadcasting, technical, presenting and 
content, and it’s proving really popular. 

As for the future, will Sydenham radio 
be featuring at the Sony’s? Who knows, 
Simon is currently applying for a five-year 
medium-wave licence that will enable the 
station to broadcast to the 20,000 residents 
of Sydenham. “Our dream is to have a long 
licence and broadcast full-time,” says Peter, 
with clear dedication, “and eventually we’d 
like to do more fundraising to enable SCR 
to support other local projects.” 

Local radio brings a community together. 
So whether it’s popular music, poetry or 
lively debate you’re after, support Sydenham 
Community Radio - it’s poptastic, mate. •

MIND THE GAP 

DOES YOUR MOOD SWING DURING THE DAY? Finding 
it difficult to concentrate? Not performing as well as you know you 
can? Long gaps between meals can be a cause of each of those 
mind states. 

Our daily life is made up of a series of habits from the moment 
we wake to the time our head hits the pillow. Eating is one such 
activity, and getting it right can do wonders for our health and 
wellbeing. Mind and body require regular fuel - starch-based meals 
provide the glucose that brain and muscle need to work well. 

How can we expect to be at our best if low on gas? Eat well to 
be well, and do well. 

A study often cited by experts extolling the virtues of breakfast 
is the one in which it was observed that children who broke their 
overnight ‘fast’ before school were better able to concentrate 
in morning class than fellow pupils who didn’t eat breakfast. 

People with diabetes who take blood glucose-lowering 
medication might experience hypoglycaemia (low blood sugar) 
if they skip a meal or leave a long gap between meals (or omit 
a starchy food). 

Classic symptoms of a ‘hypo’ include irritability and headaches. 

I don’t have diabetes, but I certainly feel a little shaky on the pins 
(and less tolerant!), if I go too long without food. For me, this is 
easily resolved by eating a starchy snack (eg a slice of toast) - a 
person with diabetes usually needs a quicker fix (eg a sugary drink). 

Also, erratic eating is an excellent way to derail any serious 
attempts at weight loss. Forethought puts us more in control of 
what we eat. Don’t run the risk of chasing around fruitlessly for 
healthful food at lunchtime. Make a sandwich to take with you if 
you know it will be difficult to find suitable food on particular days. 
Plan well to eat well! •

Eat, drink and 
be merry 


Pack up a PICNIC! 

HURRAH, ITS SUMMER, south London’s at its best and it’s 
the perfect opportunity to get out your patchwork quilt and wicker 
casket of wine. Best start with a top summer rose - since 
everyone’s drinking it, darling - so go for a South African Kumala 
Zenith Rose (£4.99 from Sainsbury’s), it has notes of watermelon 
and lemon, offering a strawberry-and-cream dazzle-fabulous for 
parties. The skins of these red grapes (merlot, pinotage, shiraz) 
are left for a short time to give off the amazing pink colour. 

Let’s turn our attention to a classy chilled white, Louis Latour 
Macon-Lugny, a right-posh Burgundy (chardonnay grape) from 
the best village in the Macon region. Honey, apricot, fresh - really 
sophisticated with a good length (£8.99 from The Wine Garden). 

Time for a sexy cheese, and you can’t fare better than a 
selection from Mimosa Traiteur. I scoffed a Brebirousse D’Argental 
sheep cheese (£2.65 for 110g) in one sitting - looks a bit a like a 
Port Salut but its more gooey, with a hint of nutmeg. It spreads 
seamlessly on Mimosa’s soft, brown walnut bread (£2.49 a loaf). 

And if you’re thinking of taking tea on the Dulwich circuit, why 
not drop into La Gastronomica’s new sister cafe, Tea Amore on 
Lordship Lane. It’s full of Italian deliciousness. Mine was a slice of 
Rocky Road choccy biscuit cake (£1.45) - with loads of moreish 
nuts and crunch, it’s the kind of biscuit cake you have to have 
again and comes with a dinky marshmallow. Or try a very Sicilian 
Cannoli cake (95p) - a curve of pastry with delicate custard inside. 

Summer is also a great time to get down to Borough Market. 
Invest in Brindisa’s one-litre tin of Arbequina extra virgin olive oil 
(£9.99). While I’m no purist (I eat anything that doesn’t move), this 
really does make a difference. 

Produced with 100% Spanish 
olives, it tastes of almonds, green 
tomatoes and artichokes. Try it on 
a summer salad, or even mixed 
with honey over blood oranges 
and rosemary leaves. 

Finally, pop a black olive pate 
(£2.95 for 120g) into your pannier. 

Made with the flesh of olives only, 
it’s the perfect show-off canape 
trick to have up your sleeve. •

thoroughfare on those annoying 
occasions when one must cross 
the river, Vauxhall is generally 
overlooked. But come summer, 
the Brit Oval springs to life with 
LBWs, Marston’s Pedigree and 
cries of‘howzat?’. 

Those dedicated enough to see 
through a one-day international 
will no doubt leave the grounds 
ravenous, so escape the crowds 
and head for the gorgeous 
gardens of the Fentiman Arms. We 
ambled in on a Thursday evening 


to find the pub filling up ahead of 
Mexico versus France, the terrace 
busy with those seeking escape 
from the World Cup, and friends 
catching up. 

AGeronimo Inns pub, it 
champions comfort, community 
spirit, real food from local suppliers 
and staff with a sense of humour. 

I can get on board with that, but I 
had mixed thoughts on the food. 

The starters were fantastic -1 
polished off a faultless smoked 
mackerel pate, celeriac coleslaw 
and oatcakes, and the boyfriend, 


clam chowder soup with crusty 
bread. But the mains menu failed 
to muster much enthusiasm. 
Simple food done well is probably 
the ethos behind pub favourites 
like beer-battered haddock, ribeye 
steak and the Fentiman burger. 

But I was looking for something 
as original and enticing as the 
starters. The menu does change 
daily, however, and the specials 
board livens things up somewhat 
with summery dishes like the lamb 
skewers with salad. The boyfriend 
opted for just that, while I chose the 


confit of duck leg with mixed leaves 
and potato salad. In both cases, 
the meat was perfectly cooked - 
moist, tender, rich - but the potato 
salad and a side of French fries 
were less than special. 

Things picked up again with 
dessert, him polishing off the 
English cheese plate (great 
homemade pickle, served in a shot 
glass), me nibbling at the corner of 
acrunchy-on-the-outside, gooey- 
on-the-inside brownie with ice 
cream. Naughty, but very nice. • 
Victoria Purcell

medicine. My deep belief 
is that there isn’t really bad 
medicine, but there are bad 
and good practitioners. 

I listen to many different 
practitioners and try and 
find the common place 
where we can communicate 
and help patients together. 

“Having cancer made me 
feel I had earned the right 
to say what I had to say,” 
continues Emma, “My 
badge says you know what? 
I’m not just a practitioner, 
I’m a patient too’.” 

Another area of health 
Emma feels strongly about 
is the six-month period 
after a baby is born. “Most 
women forget about 
themselves when they have 
given birth, until about six 
months later when they 
collapse in a heap.” says 
Emma. “I’d love us to have 
more awareness of the 
importance of that period.

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HISTORY 



FELIX BENNETT examines the twisted, 
almost-exotic world of Sax Rohmer 


he man who 
was to become Sax 
Rohmer, creator of 
the fiendish Chinese 
criminal mastermind Fu 
Manchu, was born regular- 
old Arthur Ward in 1883. 

His family moved to 
south London when he 
was around three and 
when his mother died 
ofTB in 1901, he lived 
with his father William on 
Stockwell Road. Then in 
1903 he met Rose Knox, 
whom he secretly married 
four years later. The three 
of them moved into 
6 Danecroft Gardens, now 
31 Herne Hill, in 1911. 

He enjoyed writing 
strange fiction in his spare 
time and worked as a 
journalist. One day he 
was commissioned to write 
an article on Limehouse, 
which was then a seedy 
dockland area teeming 
with criminals, rats and 
stockbrokers. Researching a 
certain 

Mr King, a Chinatown 
crime lord, he got a tip off 
and kept watch on a house 
in Three Colt Street El4. 

In the early hours of the 
morning, he spotted a 
dignified Chinese man 
getting out of a limousine with a 
beautiful Arabic girl. 

Was this man Mr King? It didn’t 
matter, because his face was enough 
to inspire Rohmer with the character 
of Fu Manchu, and launch 13 books. 

The character was a racist personification 
of the yellow peril’, the Western fear that 
China might corrupt our young with 
opium, turn our women into sex slaves 
and gain financial domination...Well, 
one out of three isn’t bad. 

Fu Manchu was the Lord of Strange 


Deaths, who would never resort 
to anything as pedestrian as a gun to 
commit murder with. His eyes have film 
over them like the membrana nictitans of 
birds and his enemy is Sir Denis Nayland 
Smith, whose most interesting personality 
trait is that he ‘tugs furiously at his left 
earlobe’ when worried. The stories are 
narrated by Smith’s chum, Doctor Petrie, 
who appears to be a near-imbecile, 
always falling asleep while on guard or 
chasing Fu’s pet marmoset down dark 
alleys into certain ambush. In the end 
you’re desperate 


for yellow peril’ to 
overrun the dumb 
decadent West, but 
brainless British pluck 
always beats back the 
evil Orient. 

Rohmer had his 
characters running all 
over London - in one 
episode Fu makes his 
escape from the cellar 
of a burnt-out cottage 
in Dulwich Village 
(a blue plaque is in the 
pipeline). But as Barbara 
Hodgson notes in 
her fascinating book, 
Opium, no matter 
where his stories were 
set, 

he always worked in 
some mention of his 
beloved Limehouse. 

He had many 
financial ups and downs, 
was defrauded of his 
royalties and had to live 
off his wits like a crafty 
opium peddler. With 
publishing fashions 
turning away from 
blatant hate fiction, he 
switched 

to detective stories and 
hit on a newish formula 
with a femme fatale 
called Sumuru, who 
‘loved crime for its 

own sake’. 

He may have written as though his 
readers were dullards, but hats off to 
anyone who invents two literary genres; 
mummy horror with The Mysterious 
Mummy, and bigot fiction (ask for it 
at Waterstones) with Fu Manchu. 

Sax Rohmer died in 1959 of Asian 
flu - yes, Asian. Unless, of course, the 
true cause of death was something far 
more insidious... •

TO PRINT, the Chancellor had 
just announced his emergency budget.

They will cut the deficit to £20 billion by 
2015-16, or 1.1 % of the gross domestic 
product, down from its current level of 
11%. One of the headline tax increases is 
the hike in VAT to 20%, as of 1 January, 
from the current level of 17.5%. This will 
likely act as a short-term boost to trade 
for the next six months. 

Capital Gains Tax, feared by many to 
increase to 40 or 50%, will remain at 18% 
for low and middle-income savers, but from 
23 June, higher rate taxpayers will pay 
28%. These figures will comfort new and 
existing buy-to-let investors and help 
maintain current liquidity in market. 

Dulwich and the surrounding areas 
continue to see expansion in the housing 
market. The majority of properties already 
enjoy easy accessibility to central London 
via Victoria and London Bridge stations, 
and this continues to be a major attraction 
for commuters. This interest will 
undoubtedly increase with the recent 
opening of the East London Line extension.
